BEER LICENSE REVOKED 
AT REARDON'S CLUB 


Witness Says He Bought Drinks 
at 23d Ward Democratic 
Place on Sunday. 


The 5 per cent beer license of 
Charles M. (Turtles) Reardon’s 
Twenty-third Ward Democratic 
Club, 4400 Delmar boulevard, was 
revoked by Excise Commissioner 
Lawrence McDaniel today after a 
newspaper reporter testified several 
bottles of .beer were. sold to him 
there on Sunday, July 31, in viola- 
tion of the State Sunday closing 
law. 

The Excise Commissioner said he 
was taking action, not only because 
of the testimony, but because it was

Striking employes of seven retail 
automobile tire firms, inc‘uding re- 
tail outlets of three tire manufac- 
turers, returned to their jobs to- 
day after a settlement had been 
reached by the firms with the Gaso- 
line Service Station and Warehouse 
Employes’ Union No. 618, an affil-

Hopkins Says Many Workers 
Now Are Applying for Aid 
for First Time.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—Admin- 
istrator Harry L. Hopkins an- 
nounced yesterday that W P A en- 
rollment was the greatest in its 
history—3,038,908 persons. 

But, in relation to the volume of 
unemployment throughout the coun- 
try, Hopkins said, the rolls were 
lower than they were in February, 
1936, when the previous peak of 
3,036,000 was recorded, 

An increase of 22,133 in the week 
ended Aug. 20 brought the total up 
to 3,038,908. 

“All the accredited measures of 
unemployment show a higher level 
for recent months than at the time 
of the peak W P A employment in 
the first quarter of 1936,” Hopkins 
said.

The administrator did not attempt 
to estimate current unemployment. 

He said work relief rolls dropped 
from 3,036,000 in February, 1936, to 
1,448,000 in October, 1937, at which 
time decreasing private employ- 
ment caused a rapid increaes in the 
number of individuals requiring aid.

New Deal candidates against the 
73-year-old chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Agriculture are Gov. 
Olin D. Johnston, who has White 
House support, and State Senator 
Edgar A. Brown. If no majority is 
obtained by any of the candidates, 
there will be a run-off primary two 
weeks later. 

Of all the Democratic senatorial 
primaries this year, that in South 
Carolina is most colorful, but not 
necessarily most indicative of 
Roosevelt strength. The contests in 
Georgia and Maryland will be more 
accurate gauges of the President's 
power to influence voters in local 
elections. But the results in South 
Carolina will be carefully studied 
by Senator George of Georgia and 
Senator Tydings of Maryland, both 
having been vigorously denounced 
by the President, to see how the 
rank-and-file Democrats heed the 
exhortations from Washingten. 


Smith’s Anti-New Deal Record. 


Local political conditions and 
the personalities of the candidates 
complicate the South Carolina race. 
Smith has refused to meet the 
President’s challenge, and prefers 
to tell the voters that the Presi- 
dent has been misinformed about 
his voting record and his attitude 
toward the New Deal. This is 
typical of his appeal to the South 
Carolinians whom he understands 
so well. 

Yet few Democrats in the Sen- 
ate, with the exception of Tydings, 
have a more consistent record 
of opposition to the New Deal. Of 
25 key votes on New Deal meas- 
ures during the last six years, 
Smith has voted with the adminis- 
tration on only 13, and has not 
been recorded on four others. In 
addition to this, as chairman of 
the powerful. Committee on Agri- 
culture, he has been one of the 
most effective behind-the-scenes sa- 
boteurs of New Deal programs.

HE Atlantic flight of Douglas Cor- 
Eee te ox od ede Of & pied pet 
vate airplane and regardless of rules, reg- 
ulations, shortage of instruments and lack 
of many safety gadgets, may serve to 
bring about more good old American 
freedom for all private flyers. We con- 
tend that private flying is greately re- 
tarded in the United States by an excess 
of regulatory bureaucracy. We believe in 
governmental education to encourage safe 
equipment and a few simple airway rules 
so that private flying will not interfere 
with scheduled operations. 

Beyond that, we believe that American 
youth should be as free to fly as a bird— 
and we know that a lot of foolish birds 
kill themselves. is smiling evi- 
dence that legislation and rigid regula- 
tions will not keep one from doing with 
his own life what one’s heart is set on 
doing. The courage and intelligence of 
some men will do more to bring them 
through alive than the best of instru- 
ments in the hands of weaker men.

An excessively strong headwind could 
Rave caused Corrigan to run out of fuel 
before reaching Ireland and an excessive 
wind drift to one side could have thrown 
him far off his course, both of which 
Could have led to a termination of the 
flight at sea. 

The 28 hours and 13 minutes of steady 
non-stop single-handed flying that took 
Corrigan from New York to Dublin 
wasn't crazy if it was the thing he want- 
ed most to do as a private flyer. If gov- 
ernmental officials think that’s a crazy 
stunt, let government assume leadership 
in the encouragement of youth to aim 
at more worthy flight objectives. Don’t 
just tell a flyer what he can’t do; tell him 
what he can do! Encourage him to do 
something that he would like to do. 

We 
propose to do our share in the future 
months to encourage private flights on 
this continent that will provide the test 
of courage, endurance and skill that 
youth craves, Make it easy to fly and 
“See America First.”

Plainly, the Legislature considered these boys suf- 
ficiently compensated. They were given free, tul- 
tion, free books, free board and room, free uniforms, 
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They made no sacrifices, underwent no hardships, 
served less than 90 days on an average and had as 
cushy a time drilling with guns or broomsticks as 
any 18- or 19-year-old boy could hope for. 

Only it the war had continued indefinitely ‘would 
there have been any possibility that they would Have 
seen real service, and, in that case, the draft would 
have caught them anyway. For these youngsters of 
the war-time era to demand bonuses 20 years after 
is a capital jest—except that if they succeed the tax- 
payers will be nicked for from $300,000 to $376,000. 
What is the origin of this bonus grab? 

It was started by certain members of the American 
Legion, who, finding that $1,000,000 remains in the 
State bonus fund—aefter bona fide soldiers have 
been paid—cast about for ways and means to spend 
the money. They hit upon the B. A. T. C. idea on 
the theory that, if it were successful, the B. A. T. G. 
boys would swell the rolls of Legion membership. It 
is, then, a membership drive, being conducted, as 
the Legionnaires hope, with the taxpayers’ money. 
The first obstacle to overcome, of course, was the 
unmistakable language of the statute, but legal ob- 
stacles are often easy to hurdle, and, in this case, 
a ruling by an Assistant Attorney-General held that 
the language of the statute did not apply in the face 
of what he said was the self-enforcing nature of the 
constitutional amendment granting the bonuses. He 
held that, under the language of the Constitution, 
the 8S. A. T. C. boys were entitled to the bonus and 
that the Legislature exceeded its authority in exclud- 
ing them. 

And here enters a queer twist. The constitutional 
amendment said nothing about the eligibility of 
nurses to bonuses, the only authority for that being 
the language of the statute. The latter was followed 
and the nurses were paid, though now, if the Assis- 
tant Attorney-General’s opinion is correct, this was 
illegal. Can laymen be blamed for being flabber- 
gasted by the complexities of legal reasoning when 
even lawyers cannot get it straight? 

It is illegal to pay nurses, yet they were paid. It 
is illegal not to pay 8. A. T. O. boys, so they are 
going after the money, under the tutelage of their 
wise older brothers in the Legion. Of course, a rul- 
ing by an Assistant Attorney-General is only that 
and nothing more. It is merely an individual's opin- 
ion, and the courts, when they get around to it, may 
register a different opinion. 

There’s where the matter rests for the time being. 

The whole incident, however, is an illuminating ex- 
ample of how a pressure group, always on the alert 
for more gravy, stimulates a demand for a payment 
which did not theretofore exist, which has no basis 
in simple justice and, in some respects, is downright 
ridiculous. The potential victim is John Q. Tax- 
payer, who has no agents studying the condition of 
public funds and demanding that surpluses, when 
they occur, be duly retired and credited to the tax 
bill.

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WHO BEAT THE COURTHOUSE BONDS? | 
An analysis of the vote of Aug, 2 on the proposed 
$850,000 bond issue for a new county courthouse, pub- 

lished by the St. Louis County Leader, casts light 
on the cause for the plan’s defeat. The vote was 
30,922 Yes and 20,379 No, a simple majority, but short 
of the required two-thirds. The detailed figures 
show that the county’s urban regions voted for the. 
bonds, while the rural districts voted against them. 
Thus, Meramec Township, predominantly agricultural 
and with no incorporated areas, was the only town- 
ship that failed to return a majority. Clayton Town- 
ship, which contains University City, Clayton and 
Ladue, was the only one to give a two-thirds fayor- 
able vote. 
These facts indicate the task to be undertaken 
in the new campaign, preliminary to another vote 
on the bonds Nov. 8. It must be made clear to citi- 
zens of the rural sections that they, too, have a 
stake in replacing the present antiquated firetrap, so 
that a catastrophe may be averted and valuable réc- 
ords be kept safely. A new courthouse would not 
be primarily a municipal improvement for Clayton, 
but a benefit to the entire county. It is a step that 
must be taken sooner or later.

Let the New Deal separate the obviously captious 
criticisms of it from the obviously sound ones—and 
act upon the latter. As the record abundantly 
shows, the authors of New Deal laws fall distinctly 
short of infallibility, 
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A NEW SETUP FOR CIVILIAN AVIATION. 

The new Civil Aeronautics Authority, which took 
over its duties this week, promises to bring order 
into the previously disorganized governmental setup 
for control of aviation. For one thing, it gathers 
into one administrative body the functions formerly 
scattered among three Federal agencies, In the past, 
the Bureau of Air Commerce, in the Department of 
Commerce, supervised construction and maintenance 
of airways and laid down safety regulations. The 
Postoffice Department, because it awarded air mail 
contracts, also exercised a degree of control. And 
the Interstate Commerce Commission was éntrusted 
with fixing rates. The confusion naturally resulting 
from this division of duties comes to an end with 
creation of the new body. 

Another feature of great importance to aviation 
progress is the radical departure in the methods of 
promoting safety. Formerly, the Bureau of Air Com- 
merce investigated accidents, and often. was found 
in the dubious position of passing on regulations 
laid down by itself. Charges of suppressing facts 
and falling to fix responsibility, whether justified 
or not, were frequently heard. This function now is 
taken over by a three-man safety board, attached to 
the C A A but in no. way responsible to it. The 
independent board will be free to criticise and to 
make recommendations frankly without the restraints 
that hampered the former group. 

Civilian aviation has assumed the status of a 
mass industry in the United States. There are 20,000 
licensed pilots and 10,000 registered civilian planes 
in the country. More than 32,000 miles of air routes, 
including foreign extensions, are in use. More than 
1,200,000 passengers are carried annually, in addition 
to tons of mail and express. Service to Latin Ameri- 
ca has become a commonplace, and its extension to 
Europe lies in the early future. It is high time for 
this important field to be stabilized, and in the 
new Aeronautics Authority, created in the closing 
days of the last congressional session, lies hope of 
rationalizing its operations.

ECENTLY an ambitious Texas college 

grad hitch-hiked 400 miles to the State 

capital to interview a man who might 
give him a chance to work in a Federal 
bureau in Washington for a year without 
pay! When he landed the job, his fellow 
townsmen were so proud they chipped to- 
gether to pay his living expenses for the 
coming year. 

Fifty college graduates, boys and girls, are 
in Washington this autumn doing the same 
thing—working in Government departments 
without salary. They are called “internes.” 
Like internes in hospitals, they learn by 
watching and doing. 

Some of them are paying their own ex- 
penses; some have fellowships from col- 
leges; some are financed by the home-town 
folks. Internes are busy, too, in many state 
and city governments, 

Youth itself started this eager reaching 
toward public service. Four years ago, a 
committee of delegates to the National Stu- 
‘dent Federation asked themselves why some- 
thing practical could not be done to open 
Government careers to college graduates. 
Out of thelr demand grew the National In- 
stitute of Public Affairs, with headquarters 
in Washington. Its aim is the tie-up of col- 
lege and government by a system of Federal 
internes. The first year’s experimental work 
was so successful that the institute obtained 
a Rockefeller Foundation grant for énlarg- 


“=< activities, 

hh ‘spring the leading colleges with 
courses in public administration send in a 
list of their most promising students who 
hope to get into public service. The di- 
rector of the institute, Dr. Frederick M. 
Davenport, then journeys through the coun- 
try interviewing them.

in South Carolina should be raised 
to a dollar and a half.“ 

Smith’s Quick OComeé-Back. 

Smith’s opponents were elated at 
the President's reference to living 
on 50 cents a day, but they reck- 
oned without Smith's political wiles. 
Within a few hours he had de- 
vised his . He asserted 
that Johnston had “misinformed” 
the President about the wages and 
hours speech, that he had used the 
50 cents phrase merely as “an il- 
lustration,” and that he really was 
advocating $1.50 wages for South 
Carolinians if such wages were 
paid in the New England states. 
From.all reports, he is putting over 
this explanation and Johnston is 
being blamed for having misin- 
formed” the President. 
Johnston is playing his part in 
the circus by mimicking Smith's 
facial expressions, his peculiar man- 
nerisms, such as continually hitch- 
ing up his trousers, and his boom- 
ing voice. The gist of his argu- 
ments are: 

“Smith is the sleeping Senator 
. „ We have two Senators. They 
remind me of a team of mules. 
One of them, Byrnes, goes forward 
with the administration, The oth- 
er, Smith, hangs back on the sin- 
gletree.“ 

State Senator Brown, who was 
put into the race by Ben Sawyer, 
Chief Highway Commissioner, and 
political opponents of Gov. John- 
ston, had conducted his campaign 
in the old-time tradition with old- 
time oratory. Sawyer, a political 
power, is against Smith, but is bit- 
terly against Johnston for local 
reasons. At first, Brown devoted 
most of his arguments to Johnston 
but lately he has been turning his 
fire on Smith. 

Byrnes An Enigma. 

The enigma in the campaign is 

Senator James F. Byrnes, who at 
various times has been called the 
Roosevelt spokesman in the Senate. 
Byrnes has declared himself neu- 
tral in the fight but most of his 
lieutenants are working for Smith. 
Some political observers have been 
cynical enough to point out that -if 
Smith Wins, Byrnes will continue to 
have thé Federal patronage in the 
State, whereas if. Johnston or 
Brown is sent to the Senate, the 
dapper Byrnes would have to share 
these political perquisites.

HE average person likes to think of himself as intelligent and quite 

ER to take care of himself by his wisdom and wits. To suggest 

to him that many of his acts are. logical and carry potentialities for 

harm to himself would arouse his resentment or interest, depending upon 
— his sense of fairness. 

In dealing with the problems of health, 
this lack of logic oftentimes takes curious 
turns. For example, most people would ad- 
mit quite readily their complete inability to 
build a bridge across the Mississippi River 
because they have had no training in en- 
gineering; again they will agree that they 
could not fly an airplane because of lack 
of training in aeronautics. The same indi- 
vidual, however, quite blandly assumes com- 
plete ability to diagnose a pain in the 
abdomen, and proceeds with a clear con- 
science and an air of complete confidence to 
prescribe a cure. 

OR. CLENDENING. It is characteristic of most people to 
pride themselves upon their ability to act in the capacity of a doctur 
or a lawyer, yet readily admit their complete ignorance of enginering 

or aeronautics. 
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WE MAY WELL ask why this illogical situation exists. The answer 
probably lies in the fact that engineering and aeronautics are man-made 
sciences and deal entirely in facts and figures, reason and logic, and 
it is no reflection upon the intelligence to admit ignorance of a purely 
technical matter. On the other hand, medicine is not an exact science; 
% much is not proved; so many forms of treatment are based upon 

theory rather than fact. In the not distant past it was wrapped in deep- 
est mystery and has gradually evolved through a combination of ob- 
* servation, folklore and scientific investigation. 

The folklore element is largely responsible for the present day hang 

over“ of the confident belief on the part of laymen of an ability to 


« diagnose and prescribe for many of the ailments ot the body. It is a 


matter of family pride to know certain “sure cures” for many diseases, 
and to take issue with these beliefs is a distinct reflection upon the 
family intelligence.

FURTHERMORE, the so-called scientific fodder constantly broadcast 
over the radio and in the public print relative to miraculous or “newly 
discovered“ remédies, influences a great many people to a belief that 
diagnosis and treatment of human ills is a simple cut and dried affair; 
that for every disease there is @ cure; that if the doctor is unable to 
relieve the patient, doubtless there is someone else who can. 

It is a human trait to want to be helpful in sickness and distress. 
To build a bridge is distinctly the “other fellow’s business,” but sickness 
and distress bring out all the latent charity in everyone except the most 
depraved. It is a good trait and should be encourage because it is a great 
solace to the patient.

Easier said than done, however! A 
third club was led and «declarer 
ruffed with the 10 of hearts, but 
West gleefully overruffed; and the 
slam contract was down one. 
Declarer certainly had made a 
hash of this hand! His main con- 
sideration should have been how he 
was to return to his own hand after 
cashing: dummy’s heart queen. It 
was all very well to worry about 
the potential spade and club losers, 
but the crucial point really was 
concerried with the trump suit. The 
proper play was simplicity itself. 
Dummy’s spadé ace should win 
the first trick, and the heart queen 
then should be cashed. Declarer 
should enter his own hand comfort- 
ably with the spade king, to lay 
down the ace and king of hearts. 
If the jack drops on either of these, 
deciarer is home; if it does not, it 
is very unlikely that any other line 
of play would have been more suc- 
cessful.
